deſugned for a Preparative and Manudufion to the pro- 
oting of both. 


The firſt thing here aimed at, vas Brevity': and there- 
ore, as the Poſitions are not many, fo the Scripture proofs 
Ir the juſtification of the chiefeft paſſages in them, are 
75 ingle. And yet becauſe the cited Scriptures, 
und perhaps alſo the Pittions themſelves, may ſeem tos 
umerous for young beginners ; it may be convenient to 
rake choice g ſome of the more eaſy and important Notes, 
vith ſome of their moſt neceſſary proofs, for the fir E/Jas ;

her occaſion and abilities ſhall invite. 


The next thing endeavoured, was Plainneſs : and for 
hat reaſon, all citations of human Authors, and other 
uriofities of Learning, are wholly forborn. And to male 
he Expoſition yet more plain, the Teacher is to be entreat- 
d, in his Mluprating the Points to be proved, to give ſome 
amiliar diſcovery of their conformity to the words or 


pe of the Marginal Texts, diſtinctiy pointed to for that 
urpoſe. 


The laft thing projected, was the delineation of ſuch a
